Town Manager Sterling Morris has 
signed a contract with Avco for the 
development of a model town bud- 
tet, to be produced on the Aveo IBM 
computers 

To be called a Capital Budget Re- 

rt. the contract was signed last 

*riday and is for the sum of $4,000. 
By its terms the town and Avco will 
cooperate to produce a model capital 
budget plan for the town, and one 
which hopefully can be useful to other 
Massachusetts communities as well 

‘The town is to provide the data. and 
if needed, office space in the town 
hall for one research worker from 
Aveo, during the summer months. 

A_ preliminary ‘structure’ of the 
Capital Budget, including a prelim- 
inary format of ‘input and output’ 
statements is to be completed by 
June 26th.. and delivered to the Town 
Manager about that time. After re- 
turning to Avco, the base forms will 
be completed at about the end of 
July. and then the data base is to be 
returned to the town. It will be about 
this time (July 31) that the budget 
will be explained to interested Town 
Officials, including the Selectmen 
and Finance Committee. 

After ‘several revisions, the com- 
leted data is to be delivered to the 
‘own about October 15, 1970. 


What it Is 

The r made by IBM 360-75 
Computers, will accomplish several 
thi forthe town. It will relieve 
the of a lot of detail work, some 
of which never quite gets finished, 
and provide information which should 
lead to a more stable tax rate in 
the future. 


The report will include” historic, 
current and projected data through 
1976 on population, total assessed 
valuation, other, income sources and 
operating expenses. The effect will 
be presented in terms of debt out- 
standing, debt service costs, debt 
ratios, tax rates, tax revenues, and 
balances in stabilization or reserve 
funds. 

Legal requirements on borrowiny 
(maximum term, ‘down payment’, t 
debt limit.items will be included,” as 
well as any financial assistance to be

Planning Board 


Old Sub-Division Night 


Tt was Old Sub-Division. Night, at 
the Plarining Boird._meeting Tues- 
day, as th board ‘discussed and 
acted on six. old ‘sub-divisions in 
Wilmington. with the Town Mana 
ger, the Town Counsel, Town En- 
gineer and Chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen being present, and in 
more or less degree entering, into 
the discussions. 

The Planning Board started the 
evening by agreeing that the Ando- 
ver Savings Bank, mortgagee for 
properties on Marcia Road, would 
not have the plan for that road re- 
scinded. Town Counsel Alan Altman 
made it clear that the bank would 
not be interested in co-operating 
with the town if the town were to 
rescind, as then their properties 
would be almost worthless. 

Back in 1965 the bank guaranteed 
the proposed development with a 
$13,000 deposit for roads and side- 
walks. Since then some of the mo- 
ney has “been withdrawn, and the 
sum of $10,600 remains, plus pos- 
sible interest. Town Engineer Ar- 
thur Harding said that this was not 
enough to complete the work on the 
road, and to construct sidewalks, 
plant trees, ete. 

The proposal being discussed was 
to withdraw the money, and use it 
as far as it would go - which would 
mean that a lot of the work would 
not be done. After the discussion, on 
motion of Danny Gillis, the board 
did vote to withdraw the money, and 
to have it placed in a mareguted 
account, with the Planning rd 
in charge, but with the Town Mana- 
ger and Selectmen in charge of the 
money. 

When Gillis learned, during the 
discussions, that six of the remain- 
ing seven lots in the development 
are atone end of the development 
(the southerly end, behind the Wo- 
burn Street School) he fan to

Rule’ .againgt’ this portion. of the 
street. That case, the result ‘of a 
trial of some years, ago, involving 
a street in Billerica, resulted in a 
developer having to. build. a. street 
on which he bad built: over 75¢, of 
the houses. 

‘The board, after talking this over, 
instructed the Town Counsel, on 
motion of Mrs McKie, to investigate 
this possibility, ‘where “six unused 
lots. came: so’ close together.” If a 
future developer “might pay. for the 
completion of the raod near the six 
lots, . they. reasoned; . the. $10;600 
might be used to better complete 
Marcia’ Road where there are at 
present new homes, 

George Odlu, and Joseph Hartka, 
both of Marcia Road, told the board 
that they and the others living 
there were interested in getting the 
entire project completed, including 
sidewalks, etc., at their homes, 
even if it meant the application of 
Betterments. 

Chairman Hooper. who lives on 
Marcia Road, abstained from vot- 
ing. Mort Grant, who arrived after 
the discussions were half done, 
just voted ‘present’ and the rest 
voted in favor of the agreement 
with the bank 

Town Counsel Alan Altman was 
about the proposals 

inkwater Rule for the 
unused portion of the road. ‘Let me 
make this crystal clear’ he said, 
‘this is virgin legal _ territory 
There is a caveat against what the 
town may possibly do to remedy 
the situation, and there may be pro- 
blems that we don't see now! 


Dell Drive 

After having spent a long time on 
the Marcia Road problem. the board 
moved quickly through the problem 
of Dell Drive.

On motion of Danny Gillis, 
board) voted unanimously to acqi 
the money put up by the developer 
for bonding Dell Drive, and apply 
it in thé same manner as was’ voted 
for Marcia Road. 


Industrial Way 

Town» Manager ‘Sterting Morris 
wanted the Planning Board to real- 
ly get’ tough. on the problem of 
Industrial Way. The road is now 
four years old, and has not been 
completed. There are several bank 
books.gnd'bondgy, “= H 

But the Planning Board, on advice 
from the Town Engineer, felt other 
wise. Their viewpoint was that the 
developer should have- until. June 
30, after being warned. to finish the 
road 

The board had prepared a letter as 
the result of last week's vote, which 
was reviewed by the Town Counsel 
Itis\ to_be sént to the developer by 
Registered Mail, and, in the event 
that he refuse3 to accept it. the 
board’ voted that a Town Constable 
should deliver the letter. 

Copies of the letter are to go to 
the bonding ‘company, and to the 
developer's attorney. 

As written, ‘the letter says that 
unless the roads are finished by 
June 30 the Planning Board will 
take over, under the provisions of 
Chapter 41, Section 81W of the 
General Laws.

There is a $2000 bond, dating back 
to 1955. The developer, ar MF. Wol- 
sey, now a resident of Lynnfield. 
had told the bonding company that 
he. never received from. the town 
any directions on what. to do, ac- 
cording to Altman, who told: the 
Planning Board that the case was 
rather sticky, because of this and 
the long time that had elapsed 

Problems revolve around some 
shade trees at the entrance to the 
road; and some’ stonewalls, both of 
which are really a part of Ballard- 
vale Street, but which must be re.

The last time the area was ‘dis
